"We 
keep expecting it to come back 
to normal, but it doesn't." 


Usually, the jet stream blows 


across the country, west to east, 
accompanied by storms which 
drop their rain and snow. But it 
has started dipping southward 
in the West, then sweeping 
north across the middle of the 
country, and onward into Cana- 
da, missing much of the U.S.

Eastern Part 
of Earth Is 
Becoming Dry 


EDITORS NOTE 
— Two 


storms, one of them a blizzard, 
have rolled up the East Coast 
recently, throwing 
paralyzing 


blankets of ice and snow across 
the drought-stricken Northeast. 
But they were late this year, 
and the drought continues. 


By GEORGE W. CORNELL 
NEW YORK (AP) - The na- 


tion's Eastern swath of earth 
becomes progressively m o r e 
dry. Experts blame it on the 
baffling, prolonged shifts of cur- 
rents in the upper sky. 


Since 1961, the Northeast has 


endured accumulating drought, 
an ailment now stretching farth- 
er south. The weathermen as- 
cribe it, tentatively, to puzzling 
deviations of the "jet stream" 
high above. 


And few signs yet appear of 


when, 
or if, the dessicating 


trend will end — despite the re- 
cent blizzard that left most of 
the East under a heavy blanket 
of white. 


Already the drought has dried 


up wells, depleted reservoirs, 
pushed 
water 
tables 
slowly 


down, lowered rivers, stunted 
annual crops and, in towns and 
cities, stirred a gathering anxie- 
ty.Similar to other recent trou- 
bles — blackouts, frigid weath- 
er, strikes and transit strain — 
it saps the country's most im- 
mensely populated ground. Na- 
ture, in this case, not men or 
apparatus, has occasioned it. 


But 
engineering 
counter- 


measures have begun in many 
places to develop extra sources 
of that prime essential — water. 


The five-year problem reach- 


es through New England, New 
York State, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania, 
and 
increasingly, 


southward into Delaware, Vir- 
ginia and the Carolinas. Recent 
bitter Southern cold appends 
another freakish note. 


The water situation is "very 


grim," says 
Malcolm 
Graf, 


director of the Massachusetts 
Water Resources Commission. 


"It's critical," says Carl Ger- 


ken, assistant county agent in 
Virginia's northern 
half. 
"It 


looks as if it will continue criti- 
cal." 


Normally, 
snow 
begins 
to 


spread into the Northeast in late 
November and early December. 
But this year, for example, New 
York City didn't get its first 
measurable snowfall until Jan. 
23. 


New York City's acting water 


chieftain, Herman Forster, said 
"I can't see at this moment 
anything happy in the picture." 
Geological surveys, he a d d ed, 
indicate another drought this 
year — the sixth successively. 


And still, mysteriously, that 


. 


Since it shifted, the Midwest 


has had more moisture than 
usual, and a rising crop produc- 
tion, Mitchell said. But, he says, 
"it's different in the Northeast' 
— and the difference hurts. 


What has caused the upper 


winds to stray? 


"I just don't know," said 


Mitchell. "And 
I don't think 


anybody knows. If we knew the 
answer maybe we'd be better 
forecasters." 


A drought emergency, de- 


clared six months ago by the 
Delaware River Basin Commis- 
sion, embracing Pennsylvania, 
New York, New Yersey and Del- 
aware with the federal govern- 
ment as a partner, remains in 
effect. 


Reservoirs supplying metro- 


politan New York were around 
40 per cent of capacity this 
month, about 190 billion gallons, 
compared to a normal 75 per 
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cent f capacity at this time, or 
359 billion gallons. 


Construction of a pumping 


station at Chelsea, N. Y., eaba* 
ble of drawing 100 million gal- 
lons daily out of the Hudson 
River into the New York City 
system, w a s expected to be 
completed this spring. 


Precipitation remained below 


normal. The deficiency below 
the usual amount toas m o r e ' 
than 50 inches. 


It's "almost 
unbelievable" 


how little snow has fallen over 
the upstate watershed this sea- 
son, Forster said. Even the bliz- 
zard which whipped across the 
region last weekend dumped 
only a little more than half an 
ifi^h Of water on the reservoirs. 


He said New Yorkers may 


face even- greater restrictions 
than last year, when bans were 
clamped on lawn watering, 
fountain and swimming pools, 
and tight curbs on air-condition- 
ing systems. Resaurants with- 
held drinking water, unless 
asked, and people were urged to 
take quiet showers instead of 
baths. 


In Pennsylvania, after four 


straight summer-long droughts, 
Weather Bureau officials s a y 
the real danger is the subsur- 
face moisture — or lact o f it. 
And they say it will take a lot 
more snow or "We won't have 
any moisture to fall back on this 
spring." 


In Massachusetts, Graf said, 


"even well-designed water sys- 
tems are feeling the pinch." 


The same troubles hit as far 


south as Virginia, especially its 
northern 
and 
central 
parts, 


where numerous w e l l s have 
gone dry. In many areas of the 
state the past year has been the 
driest since the drought of 1930.

Children Should Remember 
Sled Rules of the Slope 


BY WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D.

If you live near a hill which 


is far enough away from a 
road, get your child a sled and 
let him coast. 


Such h i l l s, however, are 


t getting scarcer e v e r y year. 
''Even on such a hill, especially 
if it is steep, there is the 
danger that your child may 
plow into a tree. In towns 
and s u b u r b s there is the 
added hazard of sliding into 
a fire hydrant, truck or ped- 
estrian. 


In any case, you should 


teach your youngster lo rec- 
ognize a dangerous speed. If 


:, he is lying down on his sled, 


he can then drag both feet on 
the ground for braking action. 
He should also be taught how 
to stop quickly by steering 
into a snow bank, dropping 
his hat under the runner of 
the sled or rolling ofl the 
sled completely. 


In the "good old days" it 


was great fun to hitch a sled 
onto a horse-drawn vehicle — 


I a practice frowned on by the 


vehicle's driver and not with- 
out danger. Hitching onto a 
truck or auto is even more 
hazardous, especially at inter- 
sections 
w h e r e 
another 


vehicle approaching at ;i ri^lit 
angle may see the truck but 
not the sled it is towing. 


Other dangers involved in 


hitching are tangling of the 
rope when the child wants to 


' release it, a sudden stop that 


propels the child under the 


wheels or hitting a section of 
pavement that is free of snow 
with a resultant jerking of 
the boy off the sled. 


Some cities rope off a few 


gently sloping streets during 
daylight hours. This is an 
excellent idea and should be 
observed wherever traffic will 
permit. 


Coasting should be avoided, 


however, if the snow 
has 


melted and refrozen, leaving 
an icy surface. Sledding on a 
frozen pond or river is also 
hazardous. Horseplay, circus 
tricks and purposely colliding 
with another sled are fool- 
hardy practices that parents 
must make sure are avoided 
by their sled-happy children.

tiny. Were you partly to blame for 
the accident? If you knew that 
danger lay ahead, is it an excuse to 
say "I forgot about it"? 


The general rule is: no. On the 


contrary, forgctfulness itself is one 
of the commonest forms of negli- 
gence. Said one court: 


"Though we may regard with 


amused tolerance the proverbial ab- 
Mraclions of middle age hunting 
for the thimble on its finger, and of 
old age troubled that it cannot find 
the glasses on its nose, absent- 
mindedness is not a satisfactory 
standard of care in the modern 
world." 


Nevertheless, the law does not 


cxpivt you to have instant and total 
recall of everything you have ever 
known. 
Mitigating circumstances 


may make your forgetfulness for- 
givable. 


One such circumstance is the 


mere passage of time. Thus: 


A schoolteacher who stumbled in 


a hallway won damages from the 
school board, even though she had 
known the floor was defective. Be- 
cause the defect was hard to see, 
and because three weeks had gone 
by since she noticed it, the court 
decided she bore no blame for the 
accident. 


Another possible excuse for 


forgetting is that something sud- 
denly and forcefully diverted your 
attention. 


In one case an elderly woman, 


walking home alongside a lonely 
road, heard men's voices in the 
darkness ahead. Terrified, she 
crossed the road—momentarily for- 
getting, in her panic, that there was 
a sharp dip on that side. 


She fell, suffered assorted injur- 


ies, and sued the county. And the 
court, in upholding her claim, 
found no negligence in her impul- 
sive action. 


"There is a clear distinction," a 


judge commented, "between for- 
getfulness which is one phase of 
negligence, and a sudden arising of 
conditions which throw one off his 
guard."

Today's hand shows one 


great disadvantage of the old- 
fashioned f o r c i n g two bid. 
Suppose you open two hearts 
and your p a r t n e r responds 
two no-trump. If you raise to 
three no-trump, East will open 
the queen of spades and the 
defense will take five spade 
tricks right off the bat. 


If you insist on hearts and 


play four hearts, you will 
probably make that contract, 
although very good defense 
will set you one trick. 


Suppose you open three no- 


trump. You will make at least 
nine tricks but isn't your hand 
with 26 points and a solid six- 
card suit a trifle too good for 
a three no-trump opening? 


Now let's see what happens 


when you use weak two bids. 
You o p e n with two clubs. 
When you play weak two bids, 
you reserve the two-club open- 
ing as a catch-all forcing bid 
to show that you either hold a 
real two bid in some suit or a 
very strong no-trump hand. 


You bid two clubs and your 


partner r e s p o n d s two dia- 
monds. That is the best re- 


ing. Now you can jump to 
three no-trump. This bid tells 
p a r t n e r that you have the 
equivalent of more than 26 
points. He could not care less. 
He has a grand total of no 
points at all, and passes hap- 
pily. At least, he passes. He 
doesn't really become happy 
until such time as you rattle 
off your three np-trump con- 
tract and chalk up game and 
rubber.
